Thus production was easy to in- 
crease, The other lignite mines have not surpassed the 1940 production be- 
cause of the faulty technical condition of the equipment, the poor protective 
devices, arid because of poor planning. 


7. burners for miners 1 lamp? are in such snort supply that the total force of 
miners cannot be employed at one time. ,ires for conveyor belts are also 
lacking. There is a great lack of protective clothing, materiel, and spare 
parts of all sorts in the workshops. The equipment is completely run down.
